I have  copied  the  above  from  our  1917  catalog — a last  word 
on  outside  back  cover  page,  many  pages  of  which  were  devoted 
to  the  everbearers,  especially  the  Progressive.  But  now  our 
country  is  at  war.  Instead  of  our  regulation  catalog,  it  is  up  to  us 
to  cut  expense  along  that  line  until  the  war  is  over  if  we  are  to 
keep  our  prices  level  for  our  customers.  Yet,  while  not  strictly 
one  of  the  essentials,  we  want  to  thank  you  for  your  patronage  last 
year  which  totaled  98  per  cent  more  orders — mostly  for  Progress- 
ive— than  in  any  year  since  1913,  when  we  introduced  it;  the  most 
inquiry  about  the  everbearers  and  more  orders  than  we  ever 
booked  in  any  season  since  we  have  been  in  business.  We  also 
run  short  of  catalogs  for  the  first  time  tho  we  had  saved  three 
times  as  many  as  usual  for  calls. 

To  a numerous  inquiry  we  again  reply — Progressive  still  is

The  plants  (8,000)  were  a nice  lot.  Received  in  good  time  and 
doing  fine.  I am  going  to  tell  you  my  new  way  of  setting  out.  I 
use  a hand  potato  planter,  with  the  trip  removed  and  points  rivited, 
to  punch  the  wedge  shape  holes;  and  then — don’t  laugh! — but,  I 
use  a small  axe,  hatchet  size.  I lower  the  roots,  push  the  dirt  in 
with  the  axe,  or  hatchet,  and  give  about  two  good  blows  which 
packs  the  dirt  solid  to  the  roots.  Every  plant  the  right  depth.  I 
surely  did  a good  job  and  not  the  slowest  way  either  as  I planted 
3,500  in  a day  and  went  to  town  for  a load  of  coal.  Not  so  bad. 
Now,  T have  not  patented  this  method,  but  I surely  think  I have 
adopted  it  for  the  future.
